1. The highest bidder to be the Buyer, and if any dispute arise 
between two or more Bidders, the Lot so in dispute shall be imme- 
diately put up again and re-sold. 

2. The Purchasers to give their names and addresses, and to pay 
down a cash deposit, or the whole of the Purchase-money, if required, 
in default of which the Lot or Lots so purchased to be immediately 
put up again and re-sold. 

3. The Lots to be taken away at the Buyer’s Expense and Risk, 
on the morning following each session of the Sale, between 9 and 12 
o’clock, and the remainder of the Purchase-money to be absolutely

Bouguereau then resolved to turn 
his attention to art, and after he had earned sufficient money by 
painting portraits at Saintouge, where his uncle was a priest, he 
went to Paris and entered the studio of Picot, and later I'Lcole 
des Beaux Arts, where his progress was rapid. He gained the 
Prix de Rome in 1850, and then studied in Rome.

On this painting Corot received the Cross of the Legion of Honor, 1846 
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Concerning this work, Mr. A. Oudinot writes : 

“ I have known this picture for years ; — more than twenty. It hung in 
Corot’s studio, and he would not sell it. but when Mr. Anastasi became blind, 
he made a gift of it to the fund raised to support him. The amateur who 
bought it (Latouche) sold it to Barbedienne, the picture-dealer, 16 Rue de Cha- 
teau d’un. Mr. Robinson imported it from him and sold it to Mr. Berialt Wall. 
This is the picture in the Wall collection.

Boston, Mass., February 2, 3886.” 

Mr. Oudinot, the writer of the above letter, was a long-time friend 
of Corot. In 1872, he assisted Daubigny and the latter’s son in exe- 
cuting several panel paintings designed by Corot for the decoration 
of Daubigny’s country house. Corot was well satisfied with the work, 
though he had no hand in it, being unable to mount the ladders on 
account of illness. . * * * 

In 1865, when Corot was ill, he spent several months at the house 
of Mr. Oudinot at Noisy-le- Grand. * * * Corot died in February, 
1875, and Mr. Oudinot was one of his pall-bearers, the others being 
Tules Dupre, Lavieille, and Karl Daubigny, who took the place of 
his father, who was ill. 

These facts are referred to in M. Henri Dumesnil’s Souvenirs In- 
times, published shortly after Corot’s death.
